The present application is a divisional of U.S. Application No. 09/882,659, now 
U.S. Patent No. 6,669,818, filed June 15, 2001, which claims the benefit of the filing date of 
U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/214,507, filed June 28, 2000. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 15, 17, and 41-51 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 15, 17, and 41-44 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest 
providing a calendering belt in combination with a reel drum and a reel spool/paper roll in a dry 
end of a paper machine wherein the calendering belt is stretched between guide rolls with a free 
span of the belt forming a calendering nip with the reel drum through which the paper web is 
passed prior to being wound onto the paper roll. 
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Claims 45-51 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest providing a 
calendering belt in combination with a reel drum and a reel spool/paper roll in a dry end of a 
paper machine wherein a free span of the calendering belt forms a calendering nip with the reel 
spool and has a controllable tension for providing a linear load in the calendering nip. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed July 27, 2006 have been fully considered. 
The arguments and amendments to the claims have overcome the rejections set forth 
previously under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by Kilpia et al (US 6,076,281), under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) by 
Hostetler (US 4,356,059), under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by Klerelid (US 6,398,909), and under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) by Lin et al (US 5,944,273). It is recognized than in Kilpia, Hostetler, and 
Klerelid, those portions of the calendering belt in contact with a reel spool or reel drum are also 
in contact with a supporting roll and without an applied tension for calendering against the reel 
spool or reel drum. It is recognized than in Lin the tension of the belt is not controlled to provide 
a linear load, but rather the reel spool is advanced to deflect the free span of the belt within 
predetermined limits and to promote web transfer.
